We have not done all we ought to have done; but we have 
familiarise the natives with a secu ity of property, a fairness of jndi- 
cial decision, a fidelity in keeping word aud bond, an» an absence at 
least of certain oriental miseries inevitable in a country long exposed 
to every invader, such as was uuknown in India before our rule, 
This revolt argues something rotten in our more modern system, and 
having insisted on this from the first, we shall vot shrink from say- 
ing sonow, But do not let us hesitate to assert our right to goveru 
the country on which we have bestowed so many wise governing men, 
which is ours by the right of the strong haud and the strong brain, 
and which must be kept even by terrible processes, if such are neces- 
sary. 


Foreign Yutelligence. 


FRANCE. : 

Wen the Emperor of the French entered Paris last week, he dismissed 
a detachment of dragoons provided as an escort, and rode through the 
streets in an open carriage, attended only by outriders and grooms, He 
left immediately for St, Cloud, whence he returned on Sunday evea ne to give 
an nudience of ceremony to the new nish Ambassador, the Duke de 
Rivas, After the reception, his Majesty again took a drive in the streets 
witliout! escort. 

The Emperor and Empress tuok their departure for Osborne on the even- 
ing of the 5th. a f 

The trial of the three Italians charged with compheity inth 2 plot against 
the life of the Emperor was fixed for ‘Tvursday, The prisoners were 
brougit last week before the President of the Court of Assizes, and were 
asked if they had chosen counsel tor thetrdetenes, As they had taken no 
such step, the Court appointed counsel to attend to their interests. Ac- 
cord nz to the inuie’ment, Campanella and Massarenti were employed by 
Mazzioi to find men who would undertike to assaesinate the Emperor. 
Grilli, Tibaldi, and Barrolletti were found, Barjolietii has con essed that 
he had interviews with Mazzini, in London, when it was arranged that ve 
was to watcl and report the Emperor’s movements, Ledru Rollin was 
present at ove of these interviews. Gmilli says, however, that the erder 
was to ussassinate the Emperor; and to prove this, menti ned the spot 
where he nad concealed two poiznwid:, given him by Tebaldi, one for him- 
self end one for Bartolletti. Tibaldi denivs al compe ty, ‘The prosecu- 
tors say they have letters frou Mazzini to the coospirators, evidently 
referring to the intended assassination,

SPAIN

triumph to Madrid,

AUSTRIA. 

Tne Railway trom Laibach to Trieste was opened with great solemnity 
on the 27th ult., by the Emperor of Austria in person. ‘This completes 
the line between Vienna and Trieste. 

Barov Bruck (Minister of Binance), at a banquet given at the inaugura- 
tion of the Trieste Rail say, in proposing a toast, observed: “ We cannot 
allow this oceasion to pacs away wibhont expressing our hearty wishes tor the 
reslisation of the grand idea of cutting through the Isthius of Saez. The 
opposition of a single government will not cheek the grand conception. 
We live in an epoch of fraternity. among nations, and the wiehes of Austria, 
and particularly of Vrieste, are that the enterprise of M. ce Lesseps may 
succeed.” 

ITALY. 

Mazzrnz has published in the “ [talia del Popolo,” an explanation of 
the part takeu by him and his adhereuts in the late movements in [raly. 
He denies that there was avy intention to pillsge or destroy public ed tices. 
He add. that at Genoa the movement was not directed agmust the Pied 
montese goverament, but that it was intended to turo the means of action 
which Genoa possesses to account, and to draw Pied no t into a revolu- 
tionary war. Mozzini concludes by declaring that he will not rest’ until 
he his attained his object. : 

‘he guard atthe Ducal Palace at Genoa was again reinforced on the 
29th of July by 100 adsitional soldiers, Nobody could tell tue cause, but 
it was believed that these preemtions were adopted in consequence of 
anonymous letters received by the police. 

1 is confidently said that * the recent events in Ttaly will have the effect 
of causing an almost immediate reconciliation between Sarvivia and Aust 
and the resuinption of aiplomatie relations between Naples and Brance.” 

The Neapolitan Government has authorised the establishment of two 
lines of submarine telegraph, uniting Siviiy to Malta and Turin, A deeree 
pronounces the reform of the postal system. An emeufe has taken place at 
Isernia on the subject of the cefroi. A body of 2,000 peasants invaded the 
municipality with cries of “ Long live the King!” The authorities very 
soon restored order, and the ringleaders were arrested. 

A solemn funeral service was colebraied in the cathedral at Turin on the 
29th ult., being the eighth anniversary of the death of Charles Albert. he 
ministers, seuntocs, deputies, and all the authorities of Turin, besides a 
numerous congregation, were present at the ceremony. 

The Pope is expected at Rome on the 5th of September, and the monu- 
ment of the Immaculate Coneeption is to. he inaugurated on the Sch of the 
sane month.

THE DELILE MASSACRES, 
The atrocities committed by the De hi insursents appear to have beon 


almost unexempled. One officer in the camp before the w lls writes as 
follows :—“On the 2ad (June) we marehed trom Paniput to Raee. At 
this place some of the poor fuzitives from Delhi met with the most  bar- 
barous treatment. We burnt four villager on the road and hung seven 
Lumberdars, One of these wretehes had part of a lady’s dress tor his 
kunmerbund—he had seized a lady from Delhi, stripped her, violated, and 
then murdered her in the most cruel manner, first cutting off her breasts, 
He said he was sorry he had not an opportunity oO. dong more than he 
had done, Another lady, who had hid herself under a bridge, was tre ved 
inthe sime manner, then hacked to pieees, and her mangled remains 
thrown out on the plain. We found a pair of boots, eviden'iy those of a 
girl six or seven vears of age, with the fect in the, They lid been eut 
off just above the ankle. We hung many other villains, and burnt the vil- 
lages as we camealong. A mau who witnessed th last massacre in Delhi, 
where he had gone as a spy, gives a horrid acconut of it, stating that little 
children were thrown up in the air and cught on the points of bayonets, 
or cut at as they were falling with tulwars.” 

Another letter hes the folowing almost incredible passage :—“ All the 
Beresfords—iather, mother, and six babies—were murdered, they say, by 
panes of glass, to cut their throws by way of torture.” The Mr. Beres- 
ford here alluded to is the gentleman to whom our readers are indeoted 
for the photugriptic views of Delhi published in our last number. He 
was the manager of the bank. 

Che passengers by the Colombo also give some frightful details of atro 
cities committed by the iutineers, In Delhi six Earopean Indies had 
taken refuge ina room; one of them, very young and beautiful, concealed 
herself under a sofa, ‘The other five were subjected to outrage oy the 
mutinous soluiery, and then beheaded. The blood trickled under the sofa, 
and the young woman concealed there betrayed herself by uttering a 
shriek, She was seized, and (it is saiu) taken to the harem of the King of 
Delhi. 


NATIVE REPORD OF THE DELNL ATROCITIES, 

The following siatevent, rlaing to the Delhi massacres, and derived 
from native sources, will be found intercs'ing., Three men were sent a 
few months ago to accompany a pro‘essor of musie to Delhi. They lett 
Delhi on the 26th of May, and were inthe city a month becore the outbreak 
took place. ‘Their report of the affair is communicated by Mr. Marrington, 
denuty-commissioner at Jullundur, and we give it in that geutleman’s jan- 
guage — 

~ Kirt only five troopers came into Delhi from Meera’. They first went to the 
house of (uame not clear, so 1 omis it) an ageut of the King of Delhi, wear the 
Delhi gate inside the town, He came ont and said he was in the service of the 
Kuog, They would not listen to him, but cut hin down, and then murdered bis 
wite and family, and told the people to plunder the house. They Uh n went to 
the houses in Darya Gunj. Peer Bukeh, one of the depouents, saw the troopers 
goto a pink coloured honse: tle owner was a har pean; they killed him, and 
plundered and burnt the house. They plunderea and burat all the houses in 
this suburb, wich is chicfly inuiabited by clerks, aud murdered all who could not 


“ By this time other troopers #nd infantry and townspeople joined in the work 
of destruction. A number of the fugitives took retuve in a building neur tue 
moegae of Anrangzebe’s daughter, au began to dslend it against the msurge 
These were heid at bay. Tuey lett peopic ali round, and the mam body went of 
to the Bank. There they were joined by more mutineers. ‘Dhey plunucred and 
murdered: wherever they found Europeans, Lhe towuspeoole assisted warmly ia 
the plunder, and the mutiocers of the infantry were pariicusly active.

After arranging nintters for surrounding the piace, 
the insurgents and wutineers proceeded to tte jail. Oue of the sentries shot a 
man, bat when they said they were fighting for religion the guad joined then 
and 590 conviets were released, They then closed all the acd wen! into 
the fort.

THE LUCKNOW OUTBREAK.

During the following days Sir H. Lawrence was vecupied evening and 
morsing in the execution of mutincers. A gallows had been erected 
outside the fort, and a couple o! guns, loaded with grape, «sed the people 
round the scaffold. Martial law was proclaimed, the Kong's brother de 
tained as prisoner, and quiet enrrgeticaily enforeed, But in the mean- 
while the mutineers of the 13th, 48th, 71st, and Tt Cav ilry had marched 
towards Delhi, and were joined i mutiny by the trooy.s at Seetapore—two 
regimeuts of Oude Infantry, the 4Lst Native Infantry, and a wing of the 
loth Irregular Cavalry, the regiments at Mooradshad and Bareilly, the 
Isth, G8ih, and 29th Native Infantry, and the 28th Native Intantry at 
Sliahjebanpore, 

Two squadrons of Cavalry, detached from Lucknow to Mynpoorie, under 
Ciptain Hayes, marked themselves by such a cowardly massacre ol their 
officers as rivaled that at Meerut. These two lundred men had been sent 
oul to keep the road between Mynpoorie and Alleyghur, under the com- 
mand ot four officers, whom they treacherously and murderously turned 
upon after marching eleven miles, Three of the tour otfivers were kiled, 
vz, Captain Fetcher Hoyes, military secretary to the chief commissioner 
in Oude; Li went GD. Barvor, adjutent of the 2nd Oude Cavalry ; 
and Fayrer, assistant-surge on, The latter was first despatched, a sowar 
having, with ove blow o: his tulwar, cut off his head as he stoopeu to 
driuk ata well, The one surviving officer did not regularly belong to the 
party, but had volunteered to xecompany it. He had a narrow escipe. Ie 
was within eight yards of Caprain Hayes when the latrer was suddenly 
cut down from his sadule by one of the native officers. He was closely and 
boty purued ‘or severe] andes by the inutinons sowars, and it would 
appear that be owes bis {fe to his good mare, and to his being able to ride 
her over a stiffdenee, which placed a barrier between him and most of the 
boodthirs'y hounds that were iu ehace ot him. Subsequently he mounted 
Captain Haves’s Arab charger, which bad kept him close coupany ine his 
fhght, sna whien placed him in stiety wea his own mare trom fuicue 
could evry him vo farther, 

THE MUTINY AT FEROZEPORE, 

Oo the hoof June it becane known that the 43th and 57th Native 
Tvfantry were rive for a mutiny, Later in the atternoon it broke out, 
The muiseer,to the extent of some 300, ot into the muzazine, and 
made for the ordnance stores; they were, however, repulsed by five 
» Who poured a volley into them. The 
natineers then retreated over the walls, and while doing so were as- 
siiled by the Europeans with the batts of their muskets, The Europeaus 
ol the garrigon were vow veioivreed by two more conpanies of her Ma- 
jesty’s Gist, ail two guns, under the eommemd of Lisutenant Angelo. 
Phe company of the Tih Natiwe Infantry in the magazine showing signs 
of dissaffeetion by havin s loaded their muskets, Lieutenant Angelo had his 
two guns charged with grapeshot, ond turned their muzzies upon the com- 
pany, who were Dymeditely disarmed by her Majosty’s Glst, and marched 
out, At night some 200 of the mmtineers returned to the cantonment, and 
in gangs of ten and twenty took lighted torches and set fire to the chureh, 
chapel, Wo vacant hospitals, her Majesty’s Gist mess-house, and several 
hurguiows. ‘The next vay the S7tu Native [Infantry were disarmed, and 
muvineers of the 45th, to the number of 200, sent in the colours of their 
regiment, and surrendered their arms and themselves. All became tran- 
quil again, 


REBELLION “STAMPED OUT” AT PLSHAWUR, 

At Peshawur it was discovered that three native iulantry regiments, and 
one o! cavalry, were to rise and massacre the Europeans, They were ac- 
cording y disarmed, and when afterwards they begin to desert, and to raise 
seditious eries in the city and neighbourtvod, they were overtaken and 
brought back, and 13 or Th hung, pour evcourager les autres. Gans were 
kept constam ly pointed towards their fines, with bodies ot Europeans ready 
to tum out at a moment's notice, and a statiun flooded with a host of l-vies 
brought up trom Mooltin, “One of then offered to polish off all the 
repors at Gd, (four aunas) a-head.? Confidence was at once restored, A 
foree of Europeans wih guns wis sent round the forts, one of which, 
Meerdin, was beld by the 55th Native Infantry in open mutiny ; they tied 
lo escape Wheb our loree apoeared, and some got off; the others were made 
prisoners, 150 were killed on ihe spot, 9 tried by drama ad court-martisl, 
and ijostantly shot, including a native officer of a regiment not in mutiny, 
who would not ac’ es he was ordered, Others ‘vere driven into the hilis 
xnd killed by che Wliwen, a price of 10 rupees being set on their heads, 
The colone! of this regvoent blew out his bratns in disgust at the mutiny, 
The mutineers kept their officers in confinement, and tod them that if they 
tried ty escape they sould roast them alive. They did, however, manage 
toescape. The European foree then disarmed all the other reziments in 
the torts, and quieted the cis rict, Some of the 200 prisoners of the 55th 
were tried; “aud,” says a correspondent, “we blew 40 of then away from 
our guns in the presener of the whole force three days go, a tearful but 
necessary exumple, which has struck terror into their souls, Three sides of 
aw square were formed, 10 gions pointed outwards, the sentence of the court 
was read, prisoner bound to each gun, the sisnal given, and the salvo 
fired, Such a seene I hope never again to witness—human trunks, hoads, 
legs, arms, &e., flying about in all directions. All met their fate with firm- 
uess but two, who would uot be tied up; so to save time they were dropped 
to the ground and their brains blown out by musketry, ‘Trials are ging 
on, and the mutineers will never forget the lesson taught at Peshawnr,” 

THE MUTINY AT ALLAHABAD, 

At All-habad, the mutiny broke out on the 4h of June, when the 
“Joyal” 6th Regiment, which wad volunteered to proceed to Delhi against 
the rebels only a tew days before, became the assassins of their own officers, 
and then marched off to join the mutineers, after burning the church and 
every bungalow in the place, and looting (robbing) the treasury. ‘Tne 
whole number slaughtered amounted to twenty-six. 

The Irregular Cavalry and Ferozepore reziment are said to have 
remained loyal, and the fort being garrisoned by a few Knglish troops, 1s 
considered safe. Not a European, nowever, remained outside the wails, 

THE REVOLT AT AZIMGHUR, 

Ou the night of the 3rd of June, the 17ch Native Infantry, stationed at 
Azimghur, mutinied. An escort of eighty sowars of the 13th Irregular 
Cavalry brought in on that date seven and a half lacs of treasure from 
Gorsuckpore; it was determined to continue its route to Beuares, where 
the presence of some companies of the 10th Queen’s would secure it to the 
Government, Some days previously, the anthorilies, military and civil, had 
been occupied in throwing up a breastwork round the kutehery. This, 
however, was not quickly completed. ‘The escort and treasure moved about 
G pm. At 9p mall the men in txe lines some distance trom the kutchery 
broke out, killed their quartermaster, and wounded the quartermaster-ser- 
geant so severely that he could not live, slightly sounded the hevildar- 
major und kuled the kotwal of the city. The officer on guard at the fort 
at the kutehry, hearing the shots, and having a guard of picked and 
trusty men, as he thought, turned them out, and desired the golandauzes to 


It is clear that the cartridge question had nothing to do withthe mutiny 
of this regiment. The men were possessed with the desire for plunaer, 


MURDERS OF EUROPEANS AT GWALIOR, 

At Jhansi, near Gwalior, on the Bombay side, the left wing of the 12th 
native infantry, a detachinent of native foot artillery, and the Ith 
Irregulars, rose aud murdered all the Christians ; but four escaped to Avra, 
The women and children had take refuge in the fort ; they were, however, 
overpowered and sacrificed by the assussins, Mr. Raikes, one of the judges 
of the Sudder Adawlat, with much exertion raisid a non-military party of 
some sixty Europeans, mounted ; with these he hastened to the aid of some 
ladies who had collected at Etawah, and returned with them all sate. 

At Gwalior, says a correspondent, the contingent lias mutined, and as 
this consists of seven regiments of infant ry, twoof cavalry, and five eom- 
panies of artillery, the defection of this army is most serious. The Maha- 
rajah protected the women and the officers, who all arrived safely at Agra, 
The soldiery demanded that they should be given up, but the Prince firmly 
refused. 


ALARM AT HYDERABAD, 

The tide of revolt has reached the city ot Uyderabad, Placards wer 
posted all over the city on the 12th of June, sigued by certain Mouluvies, 
ca'ling upon the faithful to enrol themselves, aud marder the Feringhees ; 
aud at five in the evening three guns (rom the Horse Artillery, with a de- 
tachment of the Cavalry Contingent, went down to the Residency. Each 
regiment had a company wader arms at their barracks at night, which, 
however, passed without any alarm. There was a grand display on the 
morning of the 15th; all the troops assembled for brigade exercise. ‘Ihe 
Resident was present, and on the conclusion of the parade he rode up to 
the 7th Cavalry, and told them it had been reported to him that in the 
event of a disturbance they had declared to join the eity people. Ile added 
that he did not believe this report, out that he considered it his duty to in- 


| form them of what be had heard, and leit them to settle the same with 


their officers. A fakeer from Bowenpilly had been apprehended aud 
heavily ironed. 
THE MUTINY AT NUSSEERABAD, 
At Nusseerabad the mutiny broke oat oa the afternoon of the 26th of 


May, commencing wih the Sth and light companies of the L5ti, who 


| seized the guns, and retained possession of “hem, though the cavalry made 


several charges. The cavalry lost two officers killed, aud two wonnded, 
The 30h soon jrined in the wutiny, All the Lidies eseaped to Beawr, 
The mutineers, having expelled their officers and the Engl sh, proceeded 
towards Bluripore, and on the Oth of June were suppo-ed to be about 
three stages from Buuartpore, baviog abandoned the guns two or three day 
previously, 

THE OUTRAGES AT BARELLLY, 

The mutiny at Bareilly seems to have been a very trazie affair, Aliths 
bungalows were burnt to the vround, and we are in wacertainty, up to 
this time, of the fate of forty Europeans known to have been there, of 
whom nearly one-half were women and children, 

ATROCITIES AT SHAHJEHANPORE, 

‘The outbreak at Shiahjehanpore was also charactrised by circumstances, 
of pecwiiar arocity, Lt is said to have occurred on the ever ing ot Suvday, 
the 8h of June, during divine service, when the church was surrounded, 
and every man, woman, and child murdered, a detachment of the muti- 
neers being told olf to fire the cantonment and slay the people in the 
bungalows. 

THA OUTBREAK AT CAWNPORE, 

Concerning the mutiny at Cawnpore, we are in much uncertainty. Part 
of her Majesty’s 10th Regiment aud a vattery 0 European Artillery were 
forimnately on the spot, and a repetition of the tragedies of Bareilly and 
Shahjehanpore prevented. ‘There seems, however, to have been several 
days’ fighting, but the mutincers were eventually driven out of the place. 
Many on our side are said to have tallen, 

ALARM AT DACCA 

Letters from Dacea of June 16th stale tuat great alarm prevails there 
in consequence of the expected rising of the rabble, and the misconduct of 
the sepoys o: the 73rd Native Lufantry, whg refused to allow the artillery 
officer to take arms from the magazine for The defence of tue eily. 


CONDITION OF CALCUTTA, 

The defence of Calew'ta has become a subject of great anxiety to the 
European inhabitants. ‘Che Government have consented to the enrolment 
of a corps ol volunteers, horse and foot, who patrol the streets, and mount 
guard at different poiuts at night: the vigilanee of the volunteers has 
inspired general confidence, ‘The inh»bitauts, however, still keep them- 
selves armed, and the public buiidings, hotels, and other principal places, 
are garrisoned by sailors belonging to ships in the river. 

Major General Hearsay haviag reported that he hed reason to apprehend 
arising of the native troofs at Barrackpore, the whole brigade were im- 
mediately disarmed, simultaneously with the entire native force iu Calcutta, 
It is stated that the sepoys of the 70th Regiment at Barraek pore retused 
ali foo !, so acutely did they fel the disgrace of having their ams taken 
from them; at the same time we hear that 120 men from that station went 
off on the following night. 

When the sepoy regiments at Barrackpore were disarmed, their huts 
were also searched for arms, and a lirge number of tulwars taken away, 
The arms found in the hu's were not, however, ali tulwars ; so ne of them 
were of the most wurderous descriptior—as, tor instance, swords with ser- 
rated blades, two-handed swords, battle-axes, poniards, yatayhans, and 
weapons of various other descriptions, A Calcutta journal says that there 
isa sufficient European force on the spot to quell any outbreak. 


SEDLITIOUS PROCLAMATION FROM DELHI. 

The following proclamation trom Delhi has been circulated in Cal- 
eatta:— 

“Be it known to all the Hindoog aud Mahometans, the subjects and servants 
on the part of the oflicers of the English forces stationed at Delhi aud Meerut, 
that all the Europeans are united ou this point ~first, to deprive the army of 
their religion, and then by the force of strong measures to Christianise ail the 
subjects. In fact it 1s the absolute orders of the Governor General to serve out 
cariridges made up with swine and beef tat; if there be 10,000 who resist this, 
to blow them up; if 50.000, to disband them. For this reason we have merely 
for the sake of the faith concerted with all the subjects, and have not leit one in- 
fidel of this place alive, and have constituted the Emperor of Delhi upon this en- 
gagement, that whichever of the troops will slaughter all their European officers 
and pledge allegiance to him, shall always receive double salary. Hundreds of 
cannon and unmense treasure have come to hand; it is therefore requisite that 
all who find it difficult to become Christians, and all subjects, will unite 
cordially with the army, take courage, and not leave the sced of these 
devils ia any place. All the expenditure that may be incurred by the 
subjects in furnishing supplies to the army, they Will take receipts for 
the same from the officers of the army, and Tetain them by them- 
selves; they will receive double price from the Emperor. Whoever will at 
this time give way to pausillanimity, and allow himself to be overreaclied by these 
deceivers, and depend upon their word, will experience the fruits of their sub- 
mission like the inhabitants of Luckvow. It is therefore necessary that all Hine 
doos and Mahometaus should be of one mind in the struggle, and make arranges 
ments for their preservation, with the advice of some creditable persons. 
Wherever the arrangement shali be goud, and with whomsoever the subjects giiall 
be pleased, those indiv'duals shall be placed in high oflices in those places. An 
to circulate copies of this day’s proclamation in every place, as far x8 it may be 
possible, be not understood to be less than a stroke ol the sword. That this pro- 
clamation be stuek up at a conspicuous place, ia order that all Hi doos and 
Mahometans may become epprised and be prepared, Lt the infidels now become 
mild, 118 Merely an expedient to save their lives, Whoever will be deluded b: 
their frauds, he will repent. Our reign coutinues. ‘Thirty rupees to a mounted, 
and ten rupees to a foot soldier, will be the salary of the new servants of Delhi,”

riLk ARREST OF THE KING OF OUDE. 

The arrest of the King of Oude at Calcutta is confirmed. It appears 
that a native who had been caught tampering with one of the sepoys in Fort 
William, was tried by court-martial, found guilty, and sentenced to be 
hanged. ‘The prisoner is a Mahometan and a native of Lucknow, and 
we believe one of the retinue of the ex-King. He afterwards contrived to 
eseape from his guard (Europeans). He was to have been hanged the day 
vier his trial: but the execution of the sentence was postpoued in conse- 
quence of revelations concerning the ex-King of Oude and his Minister, 
which resulted io the arrest of those persons. The King was charged with 
a plot to subvert the British sway in Bengal and Upper India, and restore 
the Mussulman dynasties. It is said that to the titular King of Delhi was 
to have been allotted the north-west territory ; to the King of Oude Lower 
Bengal; to his brother the hereditary possessions of the family ; and some 
provinces to the Nawab of Moorshedabad.

At three o'clock, A.Mf., on the dav after the sepoy made his communica- 
tion, the Hon. Company's steam-frigate Semiramis was taken up to the 
ex-King’s residence, Garden Reach, where she was brought to. An hour 
previous to the steamer starting, the European troops within the fort were 
called to arms, and a number of them were immediately afterwards marched 
down, several field-pieces accompanying, to the residence of the ex-King, 
on reaching which place the troops surrounded the house, and remained 
under arms till the following morning, when the ex-King was made prisoner 
and his retainers disarmed. The former was remov ed without loss of time, 
in charge of two commissioned officers, to Fort William, and a search im- 
mediately made for certain papers of a seditious nature said to have been 
in his possession. 

Amongst the documents seized was, we learn, a plan of Calcutta, divided 
into four portions. Every arrangement had been made for allotting these

lation’ of%that city. The rising was to take place on’the 23rd of June. 
Kvery trifling circumstance had been taken into consideration, and the 
plot was complete in all its minutie. One of the consequences of its dis- 
covery has been to send 100 Furopeans to arrest a native prince, “‘ residing 
not a hundred miles from Berhampore,” says the Indian journal which 
vives us this information. 

Fort William, the present prison of the ex-King of Onde, was built by 
Clive on the banks of the Hooghly soon after the battle of Plassy—just 
100 years ago. It stands at about a quarter of a mile from the city, and 
is the most regularly-constructed fort in India, Octagonal in form, three 
of its sides are presented to the river—five to the land. The works mouot 
above 600 guns, and the entire citadel is capable of accommodating 
15,000 men. So extensive is it, that it has been said there should be 
10,000 men within the walls, properly to defend them. The principal bat- 
teries are towards the river, {rom which side only an attack was appre nended.

Hong Kong to the city of Canton itself is as open as the course of the 
River Thames from the Nore to Loudon Briuge. This result was accom. 
plished in two acts. ‘The operations were couducted on the first occ vsion by 
Cowmedore Ejliot, on the second by the Adiniral himseli, well backed by 
the gallant Keppel and the principal officers of the fleet. The first aifuir 
js already known as 


THE AFFAIR OF ESCAPE CREEK. 

To give our readers a distinct icea ot these operat ons, we have engraved 
a chart of the river. By reference to this wap, it will be seen that 
four creeks run from the Canton river eastward. The northernmost ot 
these is Escape Creek ; next, to the south, is ‘I'szekee Creek, which is, in 
fact, but part of Escape Creek ; about four miles further to the south 1s an 
entrance called Second Bar Creek ; and four mules still southwards is a 
larger inler called Sawshee Channel, In Eseape Creek a large tleet ot 
Mandarin juoks liad lain for some time,and here it was that the operations 
were commenced, 

On the morning of Monday, the 25th of May, Commodore Elliott, in 
the Mong Kong gun-hoat, tolowed by the Bustard, ve Staunch, the Sfar- 
ling,: nd the Fortes, and towing the boats and boats’ crews of the Inflea- 
thle, the Hornet, and the Tribune, steamed into the ereek, When the lit- 
tle thotila had advanced about five miles up the creek, the war junks of the 
Chinese, forty-one in number, were desened. They were moored across 
the stream, with their bows towards th } 


assvilants. Eact junk carried 4 
32-ib. gun torward, and, vesides this, each was arined with from four to six 
9-pounders. ‘The gun-hoats opened their fire, which t ra lime was returned 
with considerable sprit from the junks, Intact, the first shot fired after 
she got into range struck the Hong Aong. At length confusion prevailed, 
and the Chinese fled. In so doing they became almost powerless, for in 
their flight the action of the 32-pounder forward was neutralised, and 
their stern guns were of smaller calibre and were not well served. The 
stenmers pressed on in pursuit; but the waters shoaled. The gun-bouts 
draw trom seven feet to seven feet six inches; the flat-bottomed Mandarin 
junks can float in three leet. One by one the steam gun-boats grounded, 

ut still the Commodore pushed on, As soon as a steamer got fast in the 
mud the men swarmed into her boats, manned the gun in her bows, and 
rowed off iu pursuit. At last there was not a steamer afloat, the junks were 
in tull flight up the creek, the row-boats were in hot pursuit. [t was hard 
work, jor the evemy’s vessels are swilt, and, with forty men pulling for dear 
life, they pass deftly through the shallow and treacherous channels. 
guns, however, in the bows of the pursuers, told heavily, and the result was 
that sixteen junks were taken and destroyed in the main creek ; thirteen 
escaped by swilt rowing, and ten were burnt in a narrow creek through 
which they were endeavouring to make good their flight. 

The Commodore, however, would not resign the hope of completing 
his work. The next day he left the Horne? to guard Escape Creek ; 
the Jiflerible to stop the en'rance to the Second Bar Creek; while 
the Zridune brought her broadside to bear on the mouth of the Saw- 
shee Channel. Having thus stopped all the outlets of this network 
of streams, Eliot took his flotilla up the Sawshee Channel, where he 
hoped to find some junks not yet accounted tor, For a considerable time | 
his labour proved vain; but at length, leaving the flotilla behind, and at- 
tenaed only by his armed boats, he pulled for a pagoda which had been 
made out in the distance. Suddenly he found himseif close in with the

Wlole these things were going on in the Jett channel, that which rons 
on the right bank of the island was also attacked, Tue Opossum dusived 
into the fire, Several of the other gun-boats were aground astern, but the 
ships’ boats took to their oars. Crowded with men, and cheermg justily, 
galley and gig, pinnace, launch, snd barge, came racing up. ‘

Meanwhile the Coromandel had yot xoat, and moored up abreast oi the 
fort; the Marines lanced trom the boats, and carried it by ssorm. Thev 
mounted the most precipitous face ot the hill, which the Chinese had net 
caleulated upon, and tried in vain to depress their guns so as to swecp 
their assailants with grape. Failing that, they rolled down 32lb. shot upon

THE BATTLE OF FATSHAN, 

The battle of Fatshan was a far more serious affair. 

‘Two miles from the mouth of the Fatshan branch of the Canton river 
there is a a) island called Hyacinth Island: which will be recognised at 
the extreme leit of our chart. On the left bank, opposite to that island, 
there is a steep hill, and upon that hill there is or was a fort, Higher 
up than the island there are two smaller tributaries of the Fatshan branch 
which go away right and left. : 

On the Ist of June—a date not unknown in the annals of the British 
Navy—Admiral Seymour and his followers found that nineteen large guns 
had been mounted on the fort. A six-gun battery had been erected on the 
tight bank of the river. Above the island, across the channel, and along 
the two small creeks, seventy-two junks were moored, iv such a way that 
their bow guns swept the ciannel on either side of Hyacinth Island. It 
had been su arranged that, as the British advanced to the attack along

quered junks into the vacant channel. With seven boats only he puiled 
away, apparently for the town of Fatshan, with its population e* 200,000 
inhabitants. His progress, however, was not uninterruped. Eur miles 
above the scene of the conflict just described, Keppel and his little company 


came upon an iland, at the head of which twenty junks had been so

| A naval court-martial vas held on bourd the Syéil/e upon Commodore 
| Keppel and his crew, for the loss of the Raleigh. It was chiefly remark- 
able for a speech ‘rom the Commodore, who appeared with his breast 
quite covered with orders and medals, and never alluded in any way to 


himself during the whole of his defence. The Commodore received back 
his sword, and is left in command up the river, 


PUBLIC FEELING AT HONG KONG, 
The merchants of Hong Kong were getting up an address to Lord 
Elgin, recording their conviction that any compromise of the Canton difli- 
culty, “or any sort of settlement which should stop short of the complete 
hunuliation of the Cantonese—which shall fail to teach them a wholesome 
respect for the obligations of their own Government in its relations will 
_ independent Powers, snd a more hospitable reception of the foreigner 
who resorts to their stores for the peaceable purposes of trade, will only 

result in further suffering to themselves, and further disastrous interruption 
/tous.” “This” (observes the correspondent of the “Times,” writing from

About hali-past twelve o'clock at 
bight the mother was asoke by hearing a woaning in her son’s bed-room, She 
Mumedintely struck a light and preceded thither, where she found the wator- 
‘nate deceased lying on the hed with several ¢readful gashes upon his head, 
ond the piloss ond beddir g cor ipletely saturated with blood. Tne prisoner was 
gone. Under the bed was an axe covered with blood and hair. [twas a most 
frartul » eapon, the blade being nite or ten inches long, and weighing at least 
Wibs, A euigeon was promptly ia attendance; but altuough the unrappy young 
Tan was alive, he was perfectly ureunscicus, ard wothing could be done to alles 
Viate Lis sn ergs.

with military heels and the Baluoral petticoats. and ogle the lady eques- 
trians, and wear extraordinary costumes in whieh the nantical struguzles 
with the market girdener, and generally persuade themselves that they 
are doing the thing in first-rate seaside style. 

But chief, and most encouragivg of all, among the modern visitors to 
Brighton (it is enough to make the hair of the bronze ghost of George the 
transcendsnt ou the steeple stund erect to see then) are the thousauds oF 
honest toilers and workers who make a periodical “ flitting? trom the 
close and steaming abodes where they dwell in obedience to that state into 
which it has pleased God to cail them, and where th yare surely (though 
for poor weekly wages) earuing a reward which shail be meted out io them 
with no niggard tand in the day when the labourer shall be found indeed 
worthy of lus hire, and when the fair day’s wage shail in verity be paid for 
the fair day's work. It is only just to state that the advent of these thou- 
sands into Brizhton, hitherto so inaccessiile to the poor, hitherto so exe ue 
sive, is due to a certain potent, fiery wagieian, ealled the London, Brignron, 
aud South Coast Raiiway, who— iet us personify the steam entity for 
onee—watts thousauds down to Brighton by one touch of his beneficent 
wand, where his predecessor the © Times” coach would have conveyes 
but a dozen; who has been ihe means of affurdiog innocent enjoyment to 
myriads of persons; and whose “ ciglit-hours at the sea-side,” vy the em- 
ployment of the means of the swifiest of conveyance at tie most trivial of 
prices, has done more good to the masses than whole hecatoms of select 
committees and whole phalanses of paid commissioners would do 

Consider, we pray you, the scene so grapieally drawn by the young and 
talented artist, who, it is true, has only known this Eyypt since there arose 
another king who koew not Joseph—or George— but who has, nevertheless, 
seized upon all the salient points of Londou-suner-mare, as it at present 
exis's, with wonderful fidelity and graphie foree. Behold the Brighton of 
to-day.

comlort, How many a galhant pleasure-boat tourist have we seen embark 
in all the coufidence of a yachting costume, a nascent moustache, a virgin 
meerschaum (with a tremendous pouchiul of strong tobacco and German 
tinder matches in case of eventualities, you may be sure), and an embryo 
stock of dariag nautical terms; how many a “fair ladye” with the most 
elegant of bonnets, and the treshest of colours, and the most widely- 
spreading of muslia skirts; how mavy have we seen return an h ur alter- 
wards forlorn, draggled, miserable objects, holdmg on to hen-coops, 
pitiably beseeehing pitchily-trousered mariners to hold them a p, eravenly 
entreating the stern steerer of the boat “ not to go so fast,” as if he could 
help it-—generally seedy, done up, washed out, and abased.

DESTRUCTION OF BUNGALOWS AT MFERUT. 

We have received the accompany ing ske'eh of the destruction of a bun- 
galow at Meerut, which gives, we imagine, a tair ides ct the scenes ol ra- 
pine and vielence which followed upon the sepoy revolt at that unfortunate 
station, Lhe bes! deseription ofthe horrors of this fearsul hight is from the pen 
of alady who owed herescape to the protection of « band ut natives belong ng 
to her husband's troop, and who nobly stood by him in the hour of perl. 
We quote a tew extracts (rom the narrative in question: —“Crowds (she says) 
began to harry past our grounds, Half were in uniform, halt without. 
Many shots were being fired, and the shouting was awful L could ever 
and anon hear my husband’s name blessed by the poor madmen, Bunga- 
lows began to blaze round us, nearer and nearer, till the freuzied mob 
reached that next to our own! We saw a poor Indy in the verandah, « 
Mrs, Chambers. We bade the servants bring her over the low wall to us, 
but they were too confused to attend to me at first. The stables of that 
house were first burnt. We heard the shricks of the horses. Then came 
the mob to the house itself, with awful shouts and curses. We heard the 
doors broser in, and many, many shots, and atthe moment my servants sail 
they had been to bring away Mrs. Chambers, but had found her dead on the 
ground, cut horribly, and she on the eve of her confinement! Oh! night of 
horrors! Stil T heard shouts of my husband's name, and assurances that 
our house should be spared, but crowds kept threstening. I almost be- 
lieved we should escape, but watched in agony with Eliza from 
the upper verandah. Every house in sight was blazing, At last a few 
horsemen rode into the compound. I saw the cavalry uniform. ‘Come, 
come,’ I shouted, ‘and save me,’ and poor Eliza joined. * Fear nothing,’ 
said the first man; ‘no oue shail injure you” On! how I thanked them, 
and in a minute they were with usin the upper room, and Ttried to take 
their hands in mine, but they laid themselves at my feet, touching them 
with their foreheads, Our cavairy guard kept dashing through the com- 
pound, forcing back parues who rushed in to fire the house. The pistol 
shots rang on every side, and wow my husband arrived in speechless agony 
on our account, and made us leave the house, fearing it might be sur- 
rounded, Wrapped iu the black stable blankets, to hide our light dresses, 
in the glare of the flaming station, he took us to hide under trees in the 


garden, but moved us aiterwards into a little temple that stands on our 


| grounds. We sat there for some hours, listening to the noises, as 


crowds came near or tell away. The roads at length appearing quieter, 
we hurried of. We had 19 of the 3rd remaining with us, including 
the Jemadar ot our troop. We drove among the smouldering houses to 
the cavalry parade ground almost at a gallop, and making a wide circuit to 
avoid the native infantry lines, we reached ihe dragoon lines. A picket 
of carabineers, with a cannon, commanded the road and nearly fired on us. 
As we came up, Henry rode ahead and explained, and we were allowed to 
pass. Day was dawning on our night of misery, and the manly faces of 
the English Dragoons sent comfort to our hearts,” 
THE PALACE AT DELNI, 

tn connection with the illustrations of Deihi, which we published in our 
last week’s number, we gave rather « full descriptive account of the Em- 
peror’s Palace ; to this we have but few additional pa'ticulars to add. 
‘The palace, as we have already mentioned, occupies a commanding posi- 
tion, and should General Barnard commence his operations by eapturing 
it, the result would be the fallof the city, which must suce.mb when 
the palace is in our possession, Though the walls are not calculated 
to resist heavy artillery, yet the place could scarcely be taken wiihout a 
breach being made in them—that is, if the garrison showed any skill in its 
defence. ‘The attack woud in all probability be made trom tie river side, 
tor the water until the end of the month is so very low, and is little more 
Nhan astream which is fordable, that it would create no obstacle worth 
mentioning. ‘The batteries could be erected on the sand: and the camp, 
being across the river, would be safe. By shelling the palace and breiking 
i's new wall an assauit could be made, and the fire of our guns would con- 
tinue till our troops had fairly got in. ‘The sheiling would nave de stroyed 
all cover, and probably would have driven out the detenders, so that there 
is httle doubt but that the assault would be successful. Having Kol posses. 
sion of the palace, the city falls at once. Another mode of att KS 
and one that in all likelihood will be adopted, is to attack near the Cash. 
mere Gate, Our guns would soon re der the mainguard untenable, and 
to make a practicable breach in the wall between the Cashmere Gate and 
the river would be a very simple operation. Our advance woud then be 
made in the open, and with little risk of loss from the fire of musketry 
from houses, for owing to the explosion in the magazine it is probable 
that from the church to the palace all has been levelled, Alter breacniog 
the palace in its north wall, to sturm it would close the proceedings. 


MASSACRE OF OFFICERS AT DELHI AND ESCAPE OF FUGITIVES. 

A full account of the dastardly massacre of officers of the 54th NL. at 
Dethi has already appeared in our columns (see page 51), and it is there- 
fure unecessary further to revert to it, One young fellow, whe succeeded 
in escaping from the butchery that awai ed him, thus describes, in a letter 
to his sister, the events that ensued upon the explosion of the powder 
magazine, which our readers will remember toilowed close upon the 
siaughter alluded to above. He says :—

culous how | escaped being bit; no nd of poor feliows were knocked doan ail 
about. On arriving at the embrasure, allat once an idea occurred to me of jume- 
ing down iato the ditch from the rampart (one would have thougit it medness 
at any other time), and so try and get out by scaling the opposite side; but just 
aa [ was in the act of doing so 1 heare serean § from a lot of untortunate wouen 
who were in the officers’ quarters, imploring for he p. I immediately aiih afew 
other fellons, who like me were golng to escape th: same Way, ran back to them, 
and though the attempt apprared hopeless, we determined to see if we could not 
take them aith us, Some of them, poor creatures, were wounded with buhets; 
however, we mace a rope with handkerchiefs, and jumping down first into the 
Gitch, caught them as they drovped, to break the fall. Then came the aaiikeniiy 
of dragging them up theoppuste bank; however, by God’s will we succeeder, 
alter nearly halfan tour's labour; and why nu sepoys came and suotcvery one «tf 
us while geiting acrossail this time is a perfect mystery, 

“Expecting to be pursued as Ininute, we bent our steps to a honse that 
was on the banks of the river. This we reached in safety, and gettiig sone 
thing to eat and drink from the servants (their master, young Meteaif, bed fled in 
the morning), stopped there till dark, and then, seeing the whole of three Can- 
tou ments on fire, and as it were a regular battie taving in thet dircetion, we ray 
down to the river side and made the best of our way along its banks in an opoo- 
Site direction. It would be 100 long, sy very denrest sister, to teil you ef los tor 
three days and nights we wandereu in the jungles, sometimes ted and so. etrnes 
robbed by the villagers, till at length, wearted and tootsore, With shreds of chthes 
on cur backs, We airved at a village, where they put us ina lu, ena fed us for 
four days, aud morecver took a pote trom us imto Meerut, whence an escort of 
cavaliy Was sen}, and we were brought ga ely in. 

“We started trom Delhi with five ladies and four officers besides myeelf, bat 
afterwards in our wanderings fell in with two sergeants’ wives and two little 
children, with two more officers and a merchant, se altogether, on con ing isto 
Meerut, we were a body of seventeen souls, Oh, great Heaven, to think of ioe 
privations we endured, and the narrow escapes we had! We used to ford streams 
atuight, and then walk on slowly in our dripping clothes, lying down to rest 
every hali-hour, for you must remember that some ot the ladies were wounded, 
and ail so fatigued and wern out that they could scarcely move. Of couree, hat 
we been by ourselves, we would lave made a dash for Meerut at once; but having 
these unfortunate women with us, what could we do? At one time, when we 
were attacked by the villagers and robbed of everything we po sessed, had we 
net had them with us we would have fought for it, aud sola cur lives deariy, 
instead of quietly gividg up our arms as we did, for you must know we had aiew 
blunt swords among us with o1e double-barrelled gun.”

BLACK-EYED SUSAN—MISS A, M. QUINN—THE CHRISTY MINSTRELS, 

THE great feature of the Jerrold night at the Adelphi was the return to 
the stage of Mr. T. P. Cooke. ‘The first piece, “The Rent Day,” was well 
played, listened to with becoming attention, and duly applauded (in it, by 
the way, Mr. Wright did a little bit of drankenness in the most finished 
and uriistic manner); but the enthusiasm was reserved until, with the 
weil-known jump and run, the veteran bounded on to the stage. He was 
tremendously cheered by the audience, while the “supers” acting sailors, 
headed by the evergreen Jolin Saunders, the last remaining link of the old 
company, guve him a special hurrah. Ido not think Lam wrong in say- 
ing Mr. T, P. Cooke must be seventy-three years old: Lam certain I am 
right im saying that on that night one would not have judged him to be 
above five-and-thinty. Tis Jancing, his pantomime, his full-flavoured con- 
tempt for landsmen, his bits of (un and semtiment—were as excellent and 
as graphic as ever. lle was admirably supported by Mr, Buckstone, whose 
comic hornpipe, given without music and with the utmost gravity, was 
inimitable. Mr. T. P. Cooke bas during the last week been playing in 
“ Black-eved Susan” at the Haymarket with the greatest success. 

Precoci'y, Sir, is always an unpleasant quality, but on the stage—where 
you find “ My-vame-is-Norval”-reciting children forced prematurely into 
bad professionals—it is specially objectionable.

‘The “ delightful piquaney,” about which so many of our 
contempor hive, appears to us nothing but pertoess, Her acting 
of the principal) part in’ the “ Traviata lus always been a 
mi take. \ “traviata,” to have the sueeess whieh the heroine 
of the “Dame aux Camelias” atiained, must necessarily nof have 
manners of her class. A young woman may be deficient in mo- 
ratity, and at the same time extremely lady-like (just as Don Giovanni 1s 
eminently a gentleman ia his outward bearing); und accordingly Violeta, 
in the first act of the “Traviata,” has vo oeemion to behave like one of the 
celeorities of the Bal Mabille. We do not deny that in some portions of 
the opera Piccolomini’s acting is truly pathetic; but her execution of the 
“TLibiamo,” and, above all, of the dravura air which ends the first act, is in 
the worst—by which we simply mean the most incorrect—taste. In the 
“Lucia,” the same popular vocalist failed to convey any idea of the gentle 
heroine lay Aston was a young lady, and had nothing of the 
“traviata”’ about her; and although it is quite proper (in fiction) for 
young ladies to meet their lovers im woods, groves, or any other con- 
venient and secluded spot, they are not in the habit (at least we think 
not) of making love to their admirers, and throwing their arms round 
their necks. In the finale to the second act (admirably performed by 
ell who took part in it) VPiecolomini d splayed real feeling, and as far as 
the seting of that particular scene is coucerned, we must give her the most 
unqualified praise, We must also add that she obtained Very great success 
as Zerliva in“ Don Giovann’,” and she certainly sang * Butti, haiti,” very 
charmingly. Indeed. the seene of the reconciliation between Zerlina and 
Masetto, afforded Malle. Piccolomini an opportunity of displaying many of 
her best qualities ; although inthis, as in all her parts, her acting was some- 
what exaegerated. Ty our opinion, the character of Norina in the“ Elixir of 
Love,” suits Mdlle. Piccolomini better tuan any she has yet represented, 

Of Alboni it is unnecessary to speak at length. fiver) one is aware that 
she is the greatest singer of the day, 

Among the /cdutants, we must not forget Signor Corsi, who, by his 
performance of Nino, and afterwards of Masetto, mroved himself to be an 
artist of a high class, 

Rossi, the buffo, who made his first 
by his acting aud singing in the 
reputation which he then acquired. 

Beletti, a long-established favourite at her Majesty's Theatre, has con- 
tinued to merit his well-earned success. 

At the Lyceum, there has not been much novelty. The same admir- 
able company which we have so often had occasion’ to praise, have con- 
tinued to perform the same operas which they were in the habit of 
representing last season. ‘T'wo works, however, have been produced 
which had never been represented before on the stage of the Royal Italian 
Opera—the © Traviata” and “ ra Diavolo.” We have several times called 
attention to Madame Bosio’s gracefulladylike cemeanour in the rineipal 
part of the “Traviata,” and above all to the talent she exhibits in recon- 
ciling us toa character which, considered merely in an artistic point of 
view, is offensive. In Bosio’s performance the loving and suffering side of 
the character is especially dispiayed. Her singing, hc wever, would alone 
have made the part one of ler greatest: successes—a success which could 
only be compared to her previous ones in Gilda and Norina, 

f Fra Diavolo” we have so recently spoken, that there is no occasion 
now to add a word to our former remarks. 

Among the new singers, we must first of all mention Mdile. Balfe. The 
name of this young vocalist hau predisposed the entire andience in her 
favour on the night of her first appearance, and she certainly justified in the 
fullest manner the good intentions of the public. Her voice isa pure soprano, 
slightly veiled (said, correctly or otherwise, to be the result of recent severe 
study), not very penetrative, but highly sympathetic. Inthe “Sonnambula” 
(the opera in which she made her débu/) she was especially fortunate in the 
sleep- walking scene of the second act, and again in the sleep-walking scene of 
the tlurd, Without being a great actress, Malle. Balfe has considerable dra- 
mutic instinct, and, as we have already remarked, there can be little doubt that 
hefore she loses those qualities of youth and freshuess, for which scarcely any- 
thinge an compensate, she will exhibit histrionic talent of no ordinary degree. 
Malle. Balle afterwards appeared with great success in the “ Lucia.” 

Madile. Parepa, another débutante, arriving here with a great continental 
reputation, appeared in the “ Puritani,” and sang the music of Elvira m a 
manner which proved the possession o! great vocal talent. Melle, Parepa 
has a beautiful voice, perfectly fresh, and at the same time thoroughly enl- 
tivated. Only appearing once at the Lyceum, she had not much opportn- 
nity of becoming a favourite with the theatrical public, but she was one of 
the most popular vocalists at the Crystal Palace concerts, 

Mario, who has never suug better than during the present season, and 
never acted so well, was prevented several times by illness from making his 
appearance after he had been advertised to do so. On these occasions he 
was replaced Ly Neri Baraldi), who thus had several opportunities ot 
distinguishing himself as a very promising tenor, 

Signor Gardoni has appeared in various operas, and generally with great 
sucerss. But of good tenors he is the least robus! now on the stage, and 
his Marquis (in * Fra Diavolo”) was quite unsuited to bim. 

Ronconi continues to be the best comic, and by far the best tragic vo- 
ealist on the stage ; and Graziani is stillthe best baritone singer of the day. 

We must not forget that Madame Grisi proved by her performance of 
the part of Donna Anna, that she can play that rart now at least as well 
as at any previous period of her career; nor can we omit to mention that 
Malle. Didige is still the admirable contralto of the last and previous sea- 
sons, Mdlle. Didiée’s greatest success has been@achieved in the part of 
Azucema, in the “'Trovature.” Madame Devries, who appeared early in 
the season, as the heroine in * Maria di Rohan,” did not sing in any other 
opera; but she was very successful at the Crystal Palace concerts, 

Madame Marai, as seconda donna, has been highly efficient, and con- 
tinued throughout the season to be a great favouri'e with the audience, 

OF course with the season of the Royal Italian Opera the concerts at the 
Crystal Palace come to an end, Certainly these coneerts are the most 
agreeable that were ever organised; partly, no doubt, beeause they take 
place in the most avreeable of ali places of amusement. If Mr. Gye’s

been the last who had entered into the coufederacy, and had taken 
the Covenant. What he did was but self-defence ; and being the 
effect of iorce, could not amount to a crime.” 

Che manver of his execution being put to the vote, it was de- 
cided that he should be beheaded, and that his head should be 
placed on the Tolbooth, where Montrose’s head had formerly 
stood. Ile was then ordered to kneel and receive his sentence 
After it was pronounced, he remarked that he had put the crown 
on the King’s head at his coronation, and that he “hoped God 
would bestow on him a crown of glory Immediately before his 
death he gave his watch (which m Mr. Ward’s picture is lying ou 
a table by his bedside) to the Earl of Caithness, telling him with a 
smile that “it was fit that men should pay their debts; and that, 
therefore, having made him a promise of that wateh, he would perform 
it now.”

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A HARVEST FESTIVAL IN LOWER NORMANDY. 

TuRouGcnout the whole of the southern and we may almost say the 
midland counties of England, the great bulk of the harvest will be reaped 
and garnered ere the present number of this journal is in the hands of its 
readers. On the Continent the crops are in even a more forward state, 
and already we have received intelligence of the prolific harvest which our 
French neighbour have been blessed with. In the purely rural districts 
of France, old customs, spite of the many 
revolutions that have somewhat changed 
the face of things, still prevail, and one of 
the more curious of these is a Harvest Fes- 
tival, which is celebrated in Normandy when 
the corn of the harvest has been all thrashed 
with the exception of a single sheaf. ‘This sheaf, 
it seems, is decorated with ribbons and flowers, 
and placed in a corner of the barn firmly 
secured to a stake by hidden cords. The farm 
labourers then walk over to the residence of 
the landlord ; but should they not find him at 
home, they proceed at once to the farm house, 
and beg the assistance of the farmer and his 
wife to aid them in lifting a sheaf, which, 
with their united efforts, they say they have 
been unable to move. The farmer and his 
wife accompany them to the barn, and after 
some little exertion manage to break the 
cords by which the sheaf is secured. A pro- 
cession is now formed, headed by two men 
with brooms, who delight in raising a cloud 
of dust under pretext that they are simply 
making a clean path. Then follow the farmer 
and his wife carrying the sheaf, preceded, how- 
ever, by their children, who hold in their. hands 
a few ears of corn. If any strangers happen 
to be present, the young damsels hand them 
bouquets of wild flowers, and some pretty 
girl is generally carried in triumph round the 
thrashing floor, which is fixed in the open 
field. The most skilfal winnower vccupies 
the next place in the procession, and as he 
advances with his fan filled with corn, he 
agitates it, and causes the husks to whisk 
through the air. Last of all come the 
stalwart thrashers, who follow in a body, 
and with their flails beat the ground, keep- 
ing time with their songs. The whole 
of the procession having gone round the 
thrashing floor, the sheaf is thrown down, 
its bands broken, and a few shots fired, and 
thus ends the ceremony. A loaf of bread 
is now brought forth and a huge roll of butter, 
together with sundry bottles of wine. Every- 
one present is invited to eat and drink, and 
as soon as the bread and wine are demolished, 
the remaining sheaf is thrashed amid the 
joyful acclamations of the lookers-on,

To me, who am a town-bred man, though with but little, | hope, of the 
cockney in my composition, this jail of Newgate Ras always been an ob- 
ject of unappeasable interest and of insatisble curiosity. There it stands— 
stern, menacing, silent in the midst of the teeming, bustling, murmuring 
city life—alone, impassible: alone indifferent to the great world’s doings. 
It isa desert in the midst of an oasis. Bustling Newgate Market, hard 
by, overflows with rubicund butchers, end more rubicund housekeepers 
laying ina stock of good cheer, Over against the prison is the noble 
house of education, the Bluecoat School, with its hundreds of little lads 
in their quaint semi-monastie dress, runing, and leaping, sud shouting, in 
all the hilarity of youth und innocence. But vloomy Newgate stands 
aloof, like the usher in Hood's magnificent poem, and whispers awlul 
tales of travellers murdered on lonely heaths, and dead bodies hid in 
caverns, The Old Bailey has its thronged taverns, and houses of 
call for jovial graziers; within bowshot on its one side is Ladgute 
Hil, all wealth and commerce, ard glistening with its crowds of 
city candies and city belies, and Holborn Tlill on the other, eon- 
tinually, at the period of which I write, disgorging its rebellious 
troops of horned cattle, and crowded with lumbering Crays. Smith- 
field, rich in remimseences of jolly, disorderly, disreputable Bartho- 
lonew Fair, is close at hand; the Hospital is there ; studious Paternos'er 
Row, redolent with odours of newly-sttched paper, is not far off; the 
Great Post Office, carrying news and gossip, humen thoughts aud feelings, 
the expressions of love ana hatred, sympathy and frievdship, all over te 
world, stands at the top of Newgate Street; but the I’rison stands still 
contermptuously disdain ful of the turmoil of the working world around ir. 
It is complete in itself. A hundred hospitals may open their beneficent 
wards to the sick; but what cares Newgate ?—it has i's infirmary. A 
hundred bells from as many s‘ceples may ring im the faithful to pray er— 
Newgate has its chopel, its jail ordinary, its prison communion-tables, its 
condemued pew. Let the dead bury their dead in as many cemeteries as 
they choose elsew!ere—Newgute buries its own sudden dead within its own 

reeincts, in (hat dismal corridor where, beseath the flags, moulder a whole 
iierarchy of assassins, For Newgate isa city within a c.ty, and a world 
within a world; or rather it isa Cronstadt of crime, whose granite ram jurts 
no broadsides of virtue can shake, and whose barred windows are as em- 
bra:ures, whenee guns cf penal calibre point menacingly to the world 
outs de.
